NICOSIA  (UPD— Greek  and 
Turkish  Cypriots  moved  heavy 
reinforcements  into  -positions  on 
the  northern  end  of  the  Kyrenia 
road  Sunday  in  apparent  prepar- 
ation for  a battle  to  control  the 
strategic  highway. 

HIGHLY  PLACED  United  Na 
tions  sources  said  the  organiza- 
tion’s international  peace  force 
was  to  have  been  operational  this 
week,  but  it  now  appeared  to  be 
subject  to  further  lengthy  delays 
despite  the  presence  of  nearly 
1,000  Canadian  troops. 

British  officials  reported  both 
Greek  and  Turkish  Cypriots  were 
reinforcing  present  positions 
along  Thekyrenia  Road  and  en- 
trenching new  gun  positions. 

GREEK  CYPRIOTS  apparent 
ly  were  preparing  to  try  to  break 
the  Turkish  Cypriot  control  of 
the  highway  that  leads  to  the  lat- 
ter’s St.  Hilarion  castle  strong- 
hold in  the  mountains  near  Ky 
renia.

Orchids  Grow  In  Winter 


Hawaii  isn’t  the  only  place  that  grows  orchids ! 

The  BYU  75  plant  collection  goes  on  display  Monday  for 
approximately  three  weeks  in  the  University  Greenhouses 
behind  the  McDonald  Health  Center. 

THE  MOST  SPECTACULAR  plant  in  the  display  is  a 
cymbidium  orchid  plant  with  over  300  blossoms.  Commonly 
used  as  corsages,  Cymbidiums  normally  have  only  150.200 
blooms  per  plant. 

Most  of  the  orchids  will  be  moved  into  a display  center 
adjoining  the  greenhouse,  however,  the  large  cj-mbidium  is 
too  big  to  be  moved  and  visitors  will  have  to  go  into  the 
greenhouse  itself  to  see  the  plant. 

MANAGED  BY  WALTER  LIDDIARD,  BYU’s  Green- 
house operates  to  supply  classes  and  research  programs  with 
necessary  plants. 

The  majority  of  BYU’s  orchid  stock  was  donated  to  the 
school  in  1960  by  Richard  A.  Sperry,  Encino,  California.  At 
that  time  his  donation  was  valued  at  $6,000. 

One  of  the  few  non-display  pui-poses  of  the  orchid  is 
for  extracting-  vanilla  from  the  vanilla  orchid.  The  flowers 
are  known  for  their  beauty  and  hardiness,  rather  than  fra- 
grance, according  to  Dr.  Kent  H.  McKnight,  of  the  Botany 
Dept.
